When, a little less than three weeks 
hence, tbe World's Pair gataa awing opea, 
practically all of tbe coaatraelive work 
will have baea aooompliahed aad vir- 
tually all of tbe exbiUU will be in their 
places. Every one of the great exhibi- 
tion palaces is completed except in the 
matter of painting, and this will be 
finished long liefore April 30. Mauy of 
the State buildings and some of thooe of 
the foreign Governments have had the 
finishing touchea put upon them and are 
ready for the opeaiag. Nearly all of tbe 
otbera will be completed la tbe aazt 
three or four waeka. Tbe ooaoaarioaa 
baOAaga are all far advaaeed aad aome 
of them are already finiahed.

A bercnlean task baa confronted the 
Pair oAcers, but they have met It with 
energy and intelligence. Its visitors on 
April 30 will discover tbat the Exposi- 
tion is far nearer to absolute completion 
than was auy of its predecessors, not 
excluding that in Paris in 19U0. A record 
haa been made in connection with this 
enterprise which is not likely to be beaten 
in the future. Not only will the I/raisiaaa 
Pnrcbaae Bapoaltion be larger in area 
and in range of general attracdveaaaa 
thaa aay wbicb tbia geeeratloa of tbe 
world will be likely to see sgaia, bat tbe 
condition of readiness at the opening day 
stands a chance not to be exceeded in 
any of tbe fairs which will come after it. 
This probably will mark the climax in 
the evolution of the great international 
expositions for half a century or more. 
No other events of this magnitude in the 
United SUtcs at least will be left to com- 
memorate until tbe r e cur re n ce of the 
iadependence aaniveraafy of 197C. Pew 
among tbe miUiona who will see the St. 
Lonla World'a Pair will live to witncsa Ita 
equal in the coming time.

This year in advance of the Presiden- 
tial election, falling on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 8. there will be a SUte election in 
Itonlaiaaa, always ovarwbeladqgly Deaio- 
cratlc, oa AprO 19. 

On June 6 there will be a State election 
in Oregon, though for minor offices. 
Oregon has a Democratic Governor and a 
Republican State administration, and 
from its geographical position it exercises 
very litle influence on contests held in 
other Statea. It does not influence with 
its vote a contest in California, which, 
being larger, more populous and more 
importaat, domiaatea to a ooaaiderable 
eateat tba pelHka of Oragba. ' 

Oa O a p ta mbar 6 there erOl be a State 
deetioa la Aikaaaaa, ovcrwhdmiagly 
Democratic, and on September 6 an elec- 
tion ia Vermont, overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican. On September 12 Maine, always 
Republican, elects a Governor, and on 
October 5 Georgia, alwaya Pe ui O CW tlc 
holds iu State election. 

The other SUtea af the couaby btdd 
their elections this year on November 8. 
As may be seen from the lists of tbooc 
holding early or primary electioaa, thrre 
is none of tbem of prime politlosl im- 
portance.

Becoming Bolielitened Upon 
Some Heretofore Unknown 
Methods.

There is a fight going on in Congress, 
as well as in Kentucky, as to whether 
blended whisky or straight whisky is the 
best The Legislature of Kentucky re- 
eeatly passed aa act imposing a special 
tax of fifty centa a barrel on blended or 
rectified whisky and aome distillera or 
rectifiers of this kind of goo<ls have 
thr^tened to leave tbe Stateou account 
of this tax. It is not likelytswir a i ei , 
tbat any of them will leave. 

The fight in Congress is over the pas- 
sage of tbe Hepburn-Dolliver pure food 
bill. 

The average maa of votiag age in this 
country, aad there are more than 21,000,- 
000 of bim, ooasBBMS soma five galloaa of 
diatilled apirlts abanally, to aay aotbing 
of winea, beera, etc. The desire is to 
protect this average man, to legislste him 
into the straight and narrow path which 
leads to alcoholic purity. Hence the 
struggle between the actual distiller and 
tbe man who rectifies, blends or com- 
pounds. 

The straight-goods whisky men con- 
tend that their bottled-ln-hond bourbon 
or rye ia thaoaty gaatdaa attlcle aad tbe 
oae brand of gmkto tbat tbe driaker eaa 
qaaff with fanpttaity. The blenders in- 
aiat that the only road to absolute im- 
munity from all the ills of dissipation is 
through the use of a properly com- 
pounded bottle ef an tbat la vbtaoaa in 
whiakydom. 

In the meantime the unenlightened 
average man, who knows nothing about 
tbe merlta of tbe diq>ute, who meekly 
depoaiu the price aad takae what tba 
barkeep haada oat, ataada ia bewUdar- 
aiaat, for by the drinking of it be knows 
not the difference between rye and bour- 
bon, straight and rectified. He can now 
take tbe facts as developed in the hearing 
before the committee in charge of the 
Hepburn-Dolliver bill, or as set forth on 
the side by experts from both camps, pay 
his money and take his choice. 

Of conrae there are outlawed straight 
whiaky and nprigbt Uenda, good and 
whotesoow rya aad bo ar boe aad dis- 
honest compoaads. Por caaaqtle, bour- 
bon whisk) direct from the still is with- 
out color and impregnated with poison- 
ous oils and essences. The familiar 
golden hue comes from tbe charred inside 
of the oaken barrel in which tbe whisky 
is aged and piuified. 

Dishonest men have been known to 
take the rank new whi^y, when only a 
few months old. reduce its fire by the 
addition of water, brlag iq> ita color by 
the adadztaie of dmga and pat it oa the 
aiaikst aa old liquor. Tbea, iadeed, is it 
vlU. 

Strplgbt whisky ia kaowa aa either rye 

or bourbon. Bourbon whisky got its 
name originally from tbe county of that 
name iu Kentucky, where a great deal of 
whisky wais made in pioneer days, but 
the term is now applied generally to all 
Kentucky or corn whiaky, most of the 
ryes comiag Irnb ICarylaad aad Faaaayl- 
vania. 

Pure bourbon whiaky should contain 
60 per cent, of corn, 30 per cent, of rye 
aad 10 per cent, of barley. Rye whisky 
is amde of rye and barley aiatt. 

A bnsbd of earn wiU alake about four 
aad a half galloas of whiaky. Withoat 
the Goverameat tax aew whiaky could be 
sold at a profit for fifteea oeata a galloa, 
but the Government adds $1.10 a gallon 
to start oil with. This, with the cost of 
storing the liquor until it is six or eight 
years old, the loas by evsporation, local 
tarn, etc., brlnga the aelling price of 



matured apirita to from {2 to f4 a gallon. 

Many devicca and procsssss for aging 
whisky and hastening oxidization, or the 
removal of fusel oil and other poisons by 
evaporation, have been tested, but no 
substitute has been found for the originak 
method of putting new whisky in bar- 
rels charred inside and keeping the bar- 
rels under favorable conditions for six, 
eight or ten yesrs, when the whisky at- 
tains the purity, bouquet and flavor 
peculiar to tbe different brands and so 
strikingly peculiar tbat old diatiUera can 
take samples of wWddoa tnm wioaa 
locslitiea and tell from which connty, 
generally from which particular distill- 
ery, each individual sample comes. 
Whether this is due to the water, the 
grain or the proportions of the ingredients 
employed by the different houses haa 
never been satisfactorily explained, but 
that it can be done is aheolutely true. 

The war that haa been waged between 
tbe aliaigbt-gooda men and tbe blendera 
In connection with tbe pure food Mil ia 
due to the efforts of tbe distillera to have 
a ban placed upon all whiskies not bot- 
tled in bond, in effect to dadate all otbsr. 
productions impure. 

The bottled-in-bond process is not 
widely understood, and, so far as the 
average man who calls for his drink over 
a bar is concerned, cuts no groat figare. 
Whisky;bottled in bond is bottled Sl tbe 
distillery urarehouse in the preaence of 
an internal revenue officer who pastes 
over tbe oorfc vd nad: of each bottle a 
Oovemmeat atamp whldi gnaraataca tbe 
age of the whisky aad oertifiea that it was 
not manipnlated ia ita Journey from the 
barrel to the bottle. Under the kw 
whisky less than four yean old can bM 
be bottled in hon<\.

there were many places in Ken- 
tucky, and particularly in his dio- 
cese, which includes the so-called 
mountain counties of the Common- 
wealth, where the inhabitants had 
never heard of the Catholic church, 
or, in fact, any church. They were 
in dense ignorance of the truths of 
the Christisn religion in any form. 
The Bishop of Covington urged the 
importance of missionary work 
among these people, and said the 
few priests who have gone among 
them have accomplished wonders 
and many converts have been made. 

The early settlers of the mount- 
ain counties of Keatndty were 
mostly of Irish birth or descent. 
Without the influence of the Chris- 
tian religion these people have de- 
generated. They are a hospitable 
people, but feuds are common among 
them and human life is taken with 
impunity. It is the mission of the 
Catholic church to spread the true 
religion among all nations and peo- 
ples. As charity begins at home, 
the appeal of the Biahop of Coving- 
ton for more missionaries in the 
mountain counties is timely. The 
people in that region are willing to 
adopt ^the Catholic Mth if it is pre- 
sented to them in the proper way.

This is the time of the year when 
the mechanic seeks employment and 
better wages if possible. This has 
been a long, hard winter and has 
been the cause of hardship to many 
workingmen. The members of the 
trades unions in Louisville are con- 
servstive men. There are fewer 
strikes in Louisville every spring 
than in any other large city in the 
country. There would be no 
Strikes at all if the employer and 
employe would get together and 
agree to do justice to each other. 
The golden mle ought to aettle 
labor disputes. There are some 
employers who are disposed to treat 
their men fairly, and as a conse- 
quence they never have any trouble, 
but on the odMr hand there is the 
employer who is always seeking to 
keep,down wages and to grind the 
life out of his employes. Ttiere 
are unreasonable men in the 
unions, too. 

During the past week there has 
been a few strikes in Lotrisville, 
but they have been greatly over- 
estimated in importance by tbe 
daily press. This year tbe employ- 
ers have an association to look after 
tiidr interests and have walking 
delegates like the labor organiza- 
tions. This is something new for 
Itouisville. 80 far the Bniployers' 
Association does not seem to have 
accomplished much good toward 
settling disputes, bat father ita pol- 
icy seems to have had the reverse 
effect. However, no serious strikes 
may be looked for in Louisville, as 
the mechanics are only aaking for 
it»gt» which are paid to tbe trades 
la other cities of this size.

Bishop Maes, of Covington, at the 
conference of tbe Catholic prelates 
in Washington City this week, made 
a statement of fact of wide interest, 

which was reported by the Asso- 
ciated Press on Thursday and 
printed in all tbe daily papers.

It seems lo be tbe set policy of 
the Kraployers' Association in 
Louisville to try to enforce tbe 
Perry system in this dty— that is, 
to have open shops and to break 
up the union labor organizations. 
This policy seems to be an unwise 
one, and may result in great harm 
to proprietors as well a:> working- 
meu. Should the "open shop" 
scheme win this year, which is 
improbable, the fight would not be 
ended, and the proprietors would 
have to make the same fight next 
year. Until the Employers' As- 
sodatton was organised the work- 
ingmen in Louisville got along vtry 
well with their employers, though 
the men worked for amaller wages 
than were paid elsewhere. There 
were no strikes in April, 1903, but 
this year tbe Kmployers' Associa- 
tion seems tf> have brought about 
several that were nnneoesssry. 
The pending troubles could have 
been settled by arbitration were it 
not for the "open shop" dictum of 
the Rmptoyers' Assddstion. Tbe 
proprietors of the various establish- 
ments siding with the Kmployers' 
Association may find that is not 
such an easy thinx to break np the 
unions in Louisville.

James B. Kelly, Grand President of 
the Young Men's Institute, gave utter- 
ance to aooM aigalficaat woida at th* V. 
M. I. banquet Thursday night. He was 
apeaking on the past, present and fnture 
of that organization, and said: 

When Theuiistocles, the Athenian, was 
requested at a feast to touch a lute he 
replied "that he could not fiddle, but 
that be could make of a small town a 
large dty." While this may aeem an 
arrogant and haoghty reqwaae, it ex- 
praaaaa a troth in that oar gifia and 
taleota lieth in difltecat ^irectiona, for 
while many may be found to fiddle cun- 
ningly they are far from being able of 
making a small State f^reat. I do not 
know whether the men who founded the 
Young Men's Institiite could fiddle or 
not, but time has demoustrate<l they 
knew full well how to erect a fraternal 
structure embodying Catholic and patri- 
otic prlndplca, and whoae architectural 
beanty ia ^rpifiil of the troth ol our holy 
mother the CathoUe chordi. The king- 
dom of heaven is compared not to any 
great kernel or nut, but to a grain of 
mustard seed, whii li is one of the leaat 
grains, but liath in it a property aod 
rpirit to hastily x'"' "p and spread. So 
the Y. M. I., small and unpretentious in 
its inception, has spread its beneficent 
influence to the Atlantic ocean on the 
Beat, aad Uke wltelcaa telegraphy, the 
eorrant of prataetloa aad taitaralty 
hiaailiridlahad conacila lo MMdht aad 
thcHawailaa Islaada. Bow ahall true 
greatneaa of a society be measured? 
Surely not by the grandeur and magnifi- 
cence of its habilaments and parapher- 
nalia, nor by the ancient and high 
sounding titles of its officers. And 
while a large membership and many 
branchea indicate aucceaa, Scripture 
emphatically aays "by their fraita you 
ahall kaow thtm." I can mention aome 
organliationathat are aptly daaeribed by 
the fly in one of Aeaop'a fablea. The fly 
sat on the axle-tree of the chariot wheel 
and as the chariot whirled over the road 
it saiil, "My, what a dust I do raise." 
Those Catholic jjeutlenien who banded 
together twenty years ago aitne<l 
firstly and chiefly at the constant 
maintenance of a Christian life and 
observed with fidelity aad teal the 
divine law and the precepta of the church. 
The Young M^n'a Inatttutc, atrong and 
ooafldtnt in ita aatried powera and 
yonth, waa not left to aeek an ideal on 
the baaia of novelty. Ita beginnings were 
marked by prudence. It grasped what- 
ever was new in the development and 
fruit of experience, but in its main line 
of action it lias kept to the well trodden 
ways that time has proven safe. While 
our order does not discourage the man of 
mature years from joining our ranka, we 
especially aidicit and invite the yoong 
man to afiliate with oa bccanae oar 
organiiation ia wiaely adapted for his 
advancement and the employment of his 
talents. The V. M. I. has promoted the 
use of club rooms with its libraries, etc., 
as the best means of furthering intel- 
lectual improvement and social enjtiy- 
ment, besides creating a moral atmos- 
phere that is a tonic to whole cummuni- 
ties. Time will not permit me to enume- 
rate the namca of tlioae awn who have 
contribated to onr growth and praqMtity, 
but each indivldnal member Ia entitled to 
some praiae for the eminent sncceai that 
the Y. M. I. has achieved. We mnst not 
forget that it ia the eye that makes the 
horizon and the rounding mind's eye 
that form our opinions. But the banquet 
tonight iu celebration of Trinity's anni- 
versary is an unmistakable sign of the 
greatneas of onr order and of our present 
prominent poaition in the fraternal world. 
However, we have not arrived at a wall, 
but at an interminable ocean, (or if wc 
cease to grow we begin todle. No aodaty 
can attempt to follow oot a liae of ita 
own, aeek ia itaelf a clew to every prob- 
lem, scorn precedent and history and 
succeed. What the Y. M. I. has in 
abounding measure is confidence and 
energy. What it most lacks is the wis- 
dom and experience that comes with age. 
Confiding in the sterling good sense, the 
intelligence and character of onr bmbh 
bera, I entertain a well founded bcUaf 
that angnra well for the fntnra of the 
Yonng Men'a Inatitnte. Bach member 
must enemplity an ambition and ear- 
nestneaa in his work. By ambition I 
do not mean momentary wishes, fugitive 
longinga, but that deep, alMoruiog desire 
which takes possession of your sonl, 
accompanies yon through the day and 
night, is with yon in yonr thoughts, and 
like an unseen power yon cannot eacape, 
and force yon on to greater nndertaUnga. 
God haa oommanded nwj one to have a 
care for hia neighbor, a6 evecy member 
of the Yonng Mea'a Inathote ahonld use 
his beat endeavora to bring all Catholic 
men into our ranka that they may 
become promoters of Christian charity 
and luminous examples of what the 
Young Men's Institute is accomplishing 
in religious education and in defending 
the sacred truths of the Catholic church. 
No matter what the form of government, 
the children of the Catholic faith are 
tanght to believe that all lawful authority 
is from God, and that reaiatancc to it is 
reaiataaoe to God himself. We arc the

In connection with the effort now 
being made to get a correct list of the

In view of the neglected condition of 
the grave of Tom Moore, the Irish poet, 
at Bromham, in Wilta, a committee of 
nouble Idshmea has been formed,

land, for the purpose of promoting s 
memorial worthy of the poet. It is sug- 
gested that in aildition to marking tbe 
grave with a suitable emblem a atatnO 
should be erected in Dublin. 

Time baa dearly ahown that it was a 
wise move oa tbe part of tbe Gaelic 
League to earmark one week in each 
year, and that too, the week in which 
the national festival occurs, for the pur- 
pose of concentrating the attention of 
the people at large on the work which is 
being steadily carried on for the revival 
of the old language of Krin, and the pro- 
^ipiotion of her literature, art, industry 
and kindred subjects, admitted on all 
sides to be of viUl intaiaat to the well 
being of the iMtion. 

There can be no mistaking, says the 
Cork Examiner, tbe exceptional decrease 
in the emigration this year. The num- 
bers who bave left so far are considerably 
below those of any foruier year since 
Ireland began to part with its population. 
The causes which have led up to the fall- 
ing off in this yesr's ezodiu sre many, 
but first and before all, probably ia that 
even Irilbmea are begianing to realise 
that tbe oonditioas of life which prevail 
in the old country are far preferable to 
the awful struggle which the average 
unskilled latmrer has to encounter in 
America, and again, America is fast 
becoming overrun with foreigners to 
such an extent that the wages hitherto 
paid are no longer the standard. 

A northern paridi prlaat writing ia a 
Belfast paper, aiakaa the exeeUeat prac* 
tical auggestion that Irish prieeta should 
pnrchaae Irish poplin vestments, and 
thna help forward the industrisl move- 
ment and give employment to Irish 
workers. He calculates that there are at 
least 3,000 churches and (iiatorie.s in 
Ireland, in each of which from ten to 
twelve sets of vestments are required, 
and that tbe aggregate coet of all theae 
mnat aamaat to over /100,000. If that 
substantial afpi waa kept at hooM and 
spent in tbe manner iadteatad it would 
create a good deal of remunerative 
employment and aadst very materially in 
checking tbe fatal drain of emigration. 
Another good suggestion be makes for 
tbe beuefil of the poplin industry is that 
Irish ladies of means should each buy 
the materials for one Irish poplin dress 
during this and tbe next few years, and 
that oar young men likewise should each 
buy oac popUa tie for the f urtbanuioe of 
the aame patriotic otiject
